UNO has recently adopted a policy pro- 
viding supportservices for visually impaired 
students. 

The policy requires students to provide 
the office of Student Development Scrviccs 
with an official scport of their impairment 
and leaming needs from a licensed ephthal- 
mologist or optometrist, said Mary Mudd, 
assistant vicc chancellor for student devel- 
opment services, 

After receiving the report, Mudd said her 
office would then notify instructors (deter. 
mined by the students) of any need for ac- 
commodations, 

Mudd said while her office has always 
tied to provide services for visually im- 
paired students, she believes this policy will 
offer better communication between the stus 
dents and their professors. 

“A Tot of students may not want to tell 
theirprofessorsoftheirimpairment. Itcanbe 
avery private matter,” Mudd said. “We want 
totry tobe the intermediary. We can provide 
syllabuses on disc or on larger type. But we 
won’ do it unless they request us to.” 

The policy also requests those students to 
join the Recording for the Blind Organiza- 
tion(REB) which provides textbooksoncom- 
puter disks or audio tapes, she said. The one- 
time RFB membership fee is $37.50. 
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needed materials are not available through 
RFB, Mudd said her office can still provide 
services, 

“If their textbook is not available, the 
studentcan buy the book from the Bookstore 
and bring it in to dhe counseling center and 
we'll record it for them,” she said. “We | 
prefer they make the requesta month ahead | 
Of time, so that we can have it done by the | 
start of the semester.” 

Muddalso said her officenow providesa (} 
student worker to sead or review research 
materials for visually impaired students, The 
worker is available for services two hours 
per week for cach student request. 

_ Mudd said the policy’s development be- 
gan carlier this year after UNO officials 
became aware of an increasing need of sup- 
port services for the visually impaired, 

According to figures Mudd had from this 
Dast school year, stven visually impaired 
students requested services, 

“Withmorestudentscoming in with visual 
impairments, you need to establish a mecha- 
nism to provide special services,” she said, 

Mudd said the policy was formulated by 
former counselor Tom Burchard, who con- 
tacted state and national organizations fe’ 
the visually impaired conceming the crites<a 
for students to qualify for special services, 

Mudd said the qualifying criteriaincludes: 
distant visual acuity of 20/50 or less inthe |

“I getinvolved ina 
lot of different jobs and pra- 
grams.” 

Among his many duties is in- 
vestigating accidents involving 
students, facutty or staff. 

“I want to establish a formal 
accidentinvestigation,” Schleifer 
says, leaning forward in his chair. 
“Right now it’s a one-level pro- 
.«f cess; when there’s an accident, 
.:{ you fill out a form and send it to 
us. There’s no investigation un- 
less I request it. That works if 
someone gets a paper cut, but for 
more serious accidents where the 
person misses work as a result,

Stan Sci:leifer is UNO's new eampus safety officer. Schleifer will run the 
gamut of inspecting building fire eedes and monitor hazardous waste 
chemicals, 
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that needs a higher degree of at- 
tention and more involvement to 
see that that doesn’t happen 
again.” 

Handling a variety of safety 
duties is not new to Schleifer. He 
eamed his master’s degree in Pub- 
lic Health from the University of 
Michigan in 1977. From there, he 
spent 14 years at the EH Lilly 
pharmaceutical company in Indi- 
ana working in the arcas of indus- 
wial hygicne, personnel and secu- 
sity. When asked why be left his 
tenured job, he answers that the 
decision was more personal than 
professional, 

“Pm originally from Chester, 
Neb.,” Schielfer says, “somy fam- 
ily and my wife’s family are back 
bere. It was hard to leave Lilly, 
but there’s more to life than a 
paycheck.” 

Currently, Campus Safety is a 
one-person office. Schicifer says 
that’s because the position has 
been vacant for almost 14 months. 

“I'm the chief cook and bottle- 
washer,” Schleifer says. 

Although his office is in the 
Campus Security department, it 
is a separate entity. 

“In the past this office reported 
through Campus Security,” 
Schleifer says, “but now I report 
directly to David Castilow.” 

Castilow, disector of business 
services, says the reason for the 
change was in part to upgrade the 
Campus Safety officer's position. 

“Now itis within Business Ser- 


vices, and the campus safety of- 
ficer is on par with the manager of 
security,” Castilow said in a tele- 
phone interview. “Iowever the 
major emphasis in upgrading the 
position was (the handling of) haz- 
ardous materials.” 

Because the campus security 
officer is responsible for oversce- 
inghazardous wastedisposal from 
the chemical and biclogy labs, 
Castilow said the prospective ap- 
plicant needed to have that kind 
of experience. 

“We advertised the position na- 
tionally and screened 70-75 
people,” Castilow said. “Inter- 
viewed six over the phone and 
finaily narrowed it to three finale 
ists—one from Lincoln, ene from 
New Jersey and Stan. After they 
met with 6-8 people on campus 
they’d work with, I asked those 
pecple to rate cach finalist. We 
were particularly looking for 
someone with a master’s degree 
in this area.” 

In the future, Castilow said he 
hopes the budget will allow 
Schleifer to have help with the 
numerous office duties. 

“He has part-time clerical help 
to start out,” Castilow said. “But 
the goal is to bave one more in- 
spector in the department; ide- 
ally he skould have an inspec- 
tor.”

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Med Center opens doors 


to new Diabetes Center 
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Tbe UNO Faculty Senate voted March 12 to 
support a proposed ban on smoking inall cam- 
pus buildings. Such a ban would need the 
. Chancellor’s Office approval before taking ef- 

fect. 


‘The ban was proposed by UNO’s Ad Hoc 
Commitice on Smoking, which conducts an 
annual review of campus smoking policy. Ad 
Hoc Committee Chair Dave Castilow sald such 
apolicy has been under consideration forncarly 
two years, but stressed that no change in policy 
has yet been made, 

Faculty senators voted to support a ban after 
the Ad Hoc Commitice asked them toevaluate 
tle current smoking policy, said Dale Krane, a 
faculty senator who supports the smoking ban. 

“Smokingisnotsolely abcalih question, but 
also one of physical maintenance,” Krane said, 
“Smoking in campus buildings cicates an ine 
creased fire hazard as well as the need for more 
frequent cleaning and painting.” 

‘The proposal also suggests that UNO offer 
smoking cessation assistance to faculty and stue 
dents, but offers no specific plans for bow the 
help would be provided, 

Thecurrent UNO policy allows smoking in 
private offices and ceriain dining and lounge 
areas of the Student Center. The proposed 
policy would prohibit smoking in diese areas, 
although it would still be allowed outdoors, 

Castilow said the committee suggests the 
ban become effective on January 1, 1994, to 
allow “arcasonable amountoftime for people 

‘toadjust toit.” He also said he had heard little 
opposition to the proposed policy, but was 
sure that some on campus would disagree 
with it. 

A handful of smokers and non-smokers, 
though, agreed with the ban. 

Peter Debbs, a biology graduate student 
and a smoker, said (he proposed ban in the 
Student Center makes little difference to him. 


The University ofNebraska Medical Center 
opened its University Center for Diabetes and 
Metabolic Diseases on May 18. 

Thecenter provides comprehensive care for 
patients with diabetes, said Dr. William 
Duckworth, professorefIntemalMedicincand 
chief of the Med Center’s Diabetes, Endocri- 
nology and Metabolism department. 

“Diabetcs mellitus is a group ef diseases 
which are chameterized by elevated blood sug- 
ars and associated chronically with complica- 
tions of blood vessels and various organs,” 
Duckworth said, 

The center, whieh is located in the Intemal 
Medicine Clinic on the fifth floor of the new 
Outpatient Care Center, will offer the services 
of physicians, diabetes educators, dicticians, 
exercise physiologists and other diabetes spe- 
elatists, Duckworth said. 

“Itrequircsalarge team toprovide total care 
topaticnts with diabetes,” he said, “The ideaof 
the diabetes centeris to have onc place paticnts 
ean come for a complete evaluation of their 
diabetes, complications, and status,”

Duckworth explained that allhough some 
paticnts willcontinuctoreccivetheircareatthe 
center, most paticnts will rectum to their pri- 
mary physicians for follow-up care. 

The complexity of treating the disease of 
diabetes demands a comprehensive approach 
tocaring fordiabetic patients, Duckworth said, 

“Thecarcofthe patient with diabetes prima- 
sily involves the individual. The main abnor- 
mality, the blood sugar, varies from minute to 
minute and must be considered at all times of 
theday. It’sessential thatpaticntsknow howto 
do it themselves.” 

Duckworth said that when bestartedhis diabe- 
tes research in 1970, diabetes paticnts weren’t 
given much bope for long-term health, but ad- 
vances in diabetes treatment have offered new 


“Over the fast 20 years, our ability t belp 
ts with diabetes has changed astroncmi- 
cally.” 
Neis optimistic about the future of diabetes 
tratnent.“it’s amazing what's happened in 
the last Gvo of three years in terms of what 
causes the disease,” he said, “Once youknow . 
what causes it, you have amuch better chance 


the design. Everyone gencrally tries to do 
the right thing, but sometimes they necd a 
reminder, and that’s my job.” 

Although Sebteifer’s interaction with 
the students, faculty and staff won't be as 
often as he’d prefer, he does make deci-

Duckworth said that he has great hopes for
